But when the votes were 
counted, they gained one single, solitary vote more than 
was recorded in 1957. Inithat year, 2,79! were opposed 
and in 1958, 2,792 voted against the manager plan. 

This indicates very obviously that the opponents mus- 
tered their full strength both years — but were unable to 
convince other voters that their position against change 
was sound. To win, it was essential that they persuade 
others of their wisdom... . but obviously they couldn't.
